Officials do not recall the theft of the TURNIPSEED net, but 
SAWYER recalled arriving at the Puyallup River and noting a

The portion of the “statement” by ADAMS which 

concerns this incident is as follows: 


“On February 20, 1971, Patrolmen ZIMMERMAN, 
PEREGRIN, and BUZZ SAWYER , ” accompanied more than 
100 white people organized by the Committee to Save 
Our Fish to a net fishing activity for taking — 
steelhead on the Puyallup River, The Game Officer 
stood by while the sportsmen stole the fishing nets . 
of MIKE TURNIPSEED and DON DILLON, Puyallup Indians, 
and while other sportsmen throw rocks at Indians 
who had arrived in the area, “The Patrolmen stated 
that they would not arrest white fishermen while 
the courts let Indians fish with nets, No ‘unlawful 
assembly’ was declared,"

WALTER A. NEUBRECH, Chief of Enforcement, Depart- 
ment of Game, State of Washington, Olympia, advised that 
he is the superior of RICHARD ZIMMERMAN, RICHARD WAYNE 
SMITH, RONALD PEREGRIN, j;and ELSWORTH (BUZ) SAWYER, who are 
all employed in the Enforcement Division. He furnished 
the following information: 


HENRY LYLE ADAMS, who describes himself as the 

Executive Director of the Survival of American Indians 
Association, is a well known agitator amongst 2ocal Indians. 
He is a quarter breed from Montana and not a member of any 
local tribes. Several years ago, while business agent for 
the Quillayute Indians, he was accused of embezzling tribal 
funds and banished from their reservation. He then went to 
the Quinault Indian Reservation and because of his agitation 
was banished from that reservation by the local Indian tribe. 
He is considered a renegade by the Nisqually Indians; however, 
married the daughter of AL BRIDGES, who is a Puyallup Indian, 
living on the Nisqually River. . 


. A fishing net capable of trapping game fish, set 
in a river, is considered prima facie evidence of a violation 
of state laws. Court decisions, including "State versus 
Puyallup" and "State versus Moses" have upheld the state 
statutes involving net fishing in the rivers of the State 
of Washington. Concerning the incident which took place on 
February 20, 1971, on the Puyallup River in Pierce County, 
he said that he knew of no taking of nets from any Indians 
by game or other state officials. He did recall the group 
of non-Indians described as "RBeople or Gommittee to Save Our 
Fish." He said he received a telephone ¢all from an uniden- 
tified person who claimed to be a member of this committee 
shortly prior to this time, advising him that they planned 
on putting a net in the river and asking him that they be 
arrested and then later turned loose. He told this person 
that their department made no differentiation betwean Indians 
and non-Indians that anyone putting a net capable of taking 
fish into the river would. be subject’ to arrest and prosecu- 
tion.
